In order to start school state 
law requires that all children 
have immunization shots. Those 
parents who did not present a cer- 
tificate of immunization at 
registration must send this to 
school. The information will be 
recorded and the certificate retur- 
ned. : 

Prices for school lunches have 
been increased. At the Primary 
School, the regular lunch includ- 
ing milk is now set at 70 cents. 
Milk and ice cream will cost 25 
cents each.
